20. Cases so important in their com- 
mercial and international, as. well as 
their legal and constitutional, aspects 
must be argued exhaustively; and the 
court may require considerable time 
for pondering. If the decision should 
not.be so speedy as the parties hope, 
undoubtedly the rights of the appel- 
lants will be protected, pending the 
decision, either by the court or by fur- 
ther judicious delay. by the Treasury. 
So.the whole transaction will proceed 
decently! and in order;. and all of us,

LUNENBURG AND GLOUCESTER. 

President Harpina, in ‘his letter to 
the Race Committee on the eve of 
the first race for the North Atlantic 
Fishermen’s International Trophy off

“advance to the winning captain and 
* crew,’ and that the races: were a fine 
contribution torthe good-will "* between

“bors.” As things have turned out, 
Captain Watters of the Bluenose, 
which won the series and gaved the 
trophy for Canada, can hardly be in 
the mood to accept congratulations, 
for in the third and decisive contest 
Henry Ford lost ‘her foretopmast 
while she still had a sporting chance 
to overcome the slight lead of the 
Bluenose and win the cup for the 
American fishermen. 

In the joyless comedy of errors at 
Gloucester there was one human touch 
that relieved the agony—that was the 
friendship of the rival captains which 
no untoward incident could mar. The 
decision of the committee that the 
first race was not a race, because 
‘Wa.reRs and Morrissey had not heed- 
ed the signals to return, met with the 
disapproval of the skipper of the Blue- 
nose, who “ allowed”’’ that the Henry 
Ford ‘had beaten “hint. fairly and 
squarely. And when the American 
schooner won again, this time offi- 
cially, it. was the unfaltering judg- 
ment of Captain Waters that~ the 
trophy should go to Gloucester: To 
have it. finally. thrust upon Lunen- 
burg when the Henry Ford's foretop- 
mast went overboard while Bluenose 
was leading by a-narrow margin: must

FOR SENATOR FROM MARYLAND. 

Senator Francm’ of Maryland has 
won for himself and his State an un- 
fortinaté notoriety of ‘which — its 
thoughtful citizens, whatever their 
party, must be weary. Much is said 
by his apologists of his “* courage.” 
A Courage’ shown only ‘by opposition 
to his party when it is right deserves 
small-praise. Dr. FrRaNcp has studied 
in several colleges and universities. 
His studies, on - some - subjects at 
least; don’t seem to be accompanied 
or followed . by thought. He is 
flighty, fantastic, full.of whims. He 
was the sole Republican Senator to 
vote against the ratification of the 
Naval Treaty, one of four Republi- 
cans to vote against the Four-Power 
Treaty, one of.three to vote against 
the treaty with Japan about the Island 
of Yap. His passion for recognition 
of the Soviet Government, his Russian 
excursions, are only too well known. 
No doubt he has many excellent and 
engaging private qualities; but, in the 
present stage of his development, he 
is much better fitted to ‘be a contribu- 
for to some of our ‘‘ intellectual ” 
weeklies than to be a Senator. - It 
would be to the advantage of the Re- 
publican Party as well as of the coun- 
try to give him leisure to continue his 
studies as a private citizen after 
March 4, 1923. 

His. Democratic opponent, Mr. WIL- 
LIAM CABELL Bruce, is eminently fit 
to -be-a Senator.. He is the leader of 
the Maryland bar, deeply grounded in 
legal and constitutional principles and 
precedents and in American history, 
to which as an author he has made 
notable contribution. He is an orator 
of distinction. He is a man of the 


highest character. He has never been 


an extreme partisan. He has been an 
active friend of reform and good gov- 
ernment. He has a thorough knowl- 
edge of business. Above all, in com- 
plete contrast to Dr. FRANCE, he is a 
man of sound, stable and balanced 
judgment. -—His intellectual powers 
are of the first order and would make 
him an honor to a Senate which ad- 
mittedly needs improvement. No 
doubt for some minds eccentricity has 
its charms, but when it is an eccen- 
tricity “not of mere appearance .or 


hhabit-or demeanor, but of opinion, it 


greatly limits or destroys a public 
man’s power for ~ public’ usefulness; 
tends, indeed, to. make him a 
nuisance. How can @ patty or a State 
be’ adequatély represented by a man 
of unstable temperament and shifting 
political fantasies? To borrow from 
Dr. JoHNSON, Dr. France is at best 
a meteor, while Mr. Bruce is a fixed 
star. is 

In a contést between ordinary parti- 
sans the country at large would have 
small interest; but all Americans of 
good-will have a strong interest in the 
defeat of a patron of Bolshevism.

Representative Frmar’s denunciation 
of’tax dodgers is a revelation of what 
Congressmen do not. know on a mat- 
ter which intimately concerns every 
taxpayer.

All 
the earnings which create the sur- 
pluses so irritating to those thinking 
that the accumulation :of property by 
the processes of trade is harmful, even 
wicked, have been taxed as income, at 


sists in its errors of taxation. 
Representative FREAR does not: men- 
tion a single case in® Which the accu- 
mulation of surplus has been for the 
evasion of taxation, The statute re- 
quires that the Commissiontr of In- 
ternal: Revenue must find that the 
surplus is unreasonable for the pur- 
poses of trade before there can-be any 
procedure for the eyasion of taxes. 
The: Representative rushes into pub- 
licity without support of such. find- 
ing, and without disclosing that he 
Knows what he should either about 
the statute or about taxing in a-man- 
ner which should produce the greatest.

AIDING AMERICAN MUSIC. 

The Philharmonic Society begins its 
eighth decade of service by announc- 
ing definite plans for the aiding and 
encouragement of native corhposers. 
It intends to cheer them on by hold- 
ing before them the prospect of hav- 
ing the. worth-while scores they may 
write introduced to the public under 
its own distinguished patronage. To 
this end, it has engaged as associate 
conductor Mr, Henry Hapigy, who 
will examine the works submitted and 
decide uponthose which merit public 
performance. The Philharmonic plans 
also an extensive educational program. 
It has arranged a series of public con- 
certs at City College, the Commercial 
High School and the Cooper Union, 
and will visit for single performances 
Vassar, Princeton, Smith, Yale and 
Mount Holyoke. Science, moreover, 
will act as handmaid to art, for the so- 
ciety intends to broadcast all the con- 
certs at City College in order that the 
“listeners in” for a radius of 1,200 
miles may enjoy the performances. 

In venturing into such-fresh fields, 
the Philharmonic shows a vitality that 
belies its age. In visiting schools and 
colleges. it offers to the students an 
educational opportunity seldom to. be 
had outside metropolitan centres— 
that of hearing great orchestral works 
performed by a great orchestra. For 
the novelty and pleasure of attending 
a Philharmonic concert’ by radio, 
thousands who nightly listen in to 
programs of jazz will doubtless tender 
the Philharmonic their hearty thanks.

WELFARE WORK. 

“ Welfare”’’ is a word of hazy con- 
notation in the minds of most people. 
It includes anything that an altruistic 
person may desire for somebody else. 
It is not supposed to have any person- 
ally selfish” ‘motive. ‘There is a. gen- 
eral tendency, due usually to the-best 
of intentions, whether or not it be with 
the best. of results, to put more and 
more upon the State the responsi- 
bility for the welfare ‘of individuals 
who have been left to themselves or 
to the unofficial attentions of their 
neighbors. Some years ago 4 survey 
showed that one in every thirty adults 
was helping in some way (supervis- 
ing, inspecting, instructing, protect- 
ing, -mursing, burying) the other 
twenty-nine and their children, in ad- 
dition to what these twenty-nine were 
doing voluntarily and “privately for 
themselyes. But this ratio of official 
welfare, work has been raised greatly 
in the intervening period. A review 
of legislation. in. the various. States 
showed that 104 boards and commis- 
sions had been added in a singlé year.

The first ‘report, of’ the Democratic Na- |’ 
tional Committee, filed today, shows that 
it‘ has expended about $100,000, while. the 
Republican National Committee expendi- 
tures ‘from last. April to date, it is said, 


will not exceed $300,000... The report of 


the Republicans is expected to be filed 
tomorrow or Saturday. 

‘The total Democratic ¢ontributions 
were $80,512, and the committee obtained 
about $20,000 more by loans, the largest 
being from Harrison Nesbit of Pitts- 
bufgh, Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, 

first. report filed by the commit- 
tee On Oct. 21, 1920—a Presidential 
year—showed receipts of $677,934. 

Under the law another statement of 
the conimittee’s finances must be filed 
with the clerk’ of the House a week 
hence. 

»M. L. Benedum of Pittsburgh headed 
the. Hist of Democratic contributors 
with $10,000. A statement prepared by 
committee officials and made public 
Just ‘prior to the presentation of Treas-
